1450 and 
the 
men went to Krupps Clothing Store 
and purchased about 
1000 worth 
of 
clothing 
etc 
presented 
the 
check and 
received 
the 
balance in 
cash 
When 
Mr Krupp 
tried 
to 
cash 
the check at the 
Gila 
Valley Bank 
it was turned 
down 
by Assistant 
Cashier Ellsworth 
who declared the 
amount had been raised from 
450 
to 
1450 
A warrant 
was secured 
and both men were arrested 
Sanchez and Peres were 
brought 
before 
Justice 
Paxton 
yesterday 
morning and after hearing the evi 
dence 
the justice 
held 
them 
for 
trial in the Superior Court 
Both 
men were 
lodged 
in the Solomon- - 
ville jail
